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INTRODUCTION 

To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  District  Councils. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  Hoylake,  Neston  and  Wirral  Urban  Districts  for 
the  year  1970. 

The  vital  statistics  of  each  district  appear  separately  and  can  be 
compared  with  the  Country  as  a whole.  No  marked  changes  have 
occurred  in  these  statistics  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  corrected  birth  rates  indicate  once  again  that  Neston  is 
thriving  well  above  the  England  and  Wales  figure  with  Wirral  a little 
below  evens  and  Hoylake  trailing  the  field.  With  the  introduction  of 
the  new  sewerage  scheme  and  consequent  lifting  of  the  building 
restrictions  in  Hoylake  these  figures  will  no  doubt  alter  significantly. 

Once  again  the  year  has  been  quiet  on  the  Infectious  Disease  side 
with  no  episodes  or  incidents  of  note.  Much  thought  indeed  is  now 
being  given  to  the  value  of  some  general  immunisation  procedures 
being  offered  on  a routine  basis.  Smallpox  vaccination  is  no  longer 
considered  essential  by  some,  except  in  special  cases,  and  others  are 
expressing  doubt  as  to  the  necessity  for  routine  B.C.G.  vaccination, 
due  to  the  low  incidence  of  Tuberculosis.  Personally  I feel  a lot  of 
evaluation  needs  to  be  done  before  discarding  what  have  become 
standard  procedures. 

The  year  under  review  saw  the  end  of  divisional  reports  on  the 
personal  health  services  and  it  is  in  my  view  appropriate  to  make  some 
remarks  on  local  activities  affecting  public  health.  Measles  immunisa- 
tion is  now  in  full  swing  and  immunisation  against  German  Measles 
(Rubella)  is  being  offered  to  schoolgirls  in  their  12th  year.  It  is  also 
proposed  to  take  blood  specimens  from  female  teachers  to  see  if  they 
are  susceptible  to  a disease  which,  if  contracted  in  the  early  months  of 
pregnancy,  could  result  in  deformities  in  the  child. 

Changes  are  occurring  in  the  child  welfare  clinics  and  programmes 
of  paediatric  developmental  assessments  by  appointment  are  to  take 
the  place  of  the  old  style  child  welfare  clinics  which  are  considered 
outmoded.  The  computer  based  programme  will  come  into  general  use 
in  January  1972  following  general  staff  re-training  in  what  are  more 
sophisticated  techniques. 

This  being  my  last  annual  report  and  indeed  the  last  annual  report 
for  the  three  districts  constituting  Deeside,  I wish  to  place  on  record 
my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  kindness  and  co-operation  of  all 
members  and  staff  with  whom  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  working. 
My  particular  thanks  to  various  Chairmen  of  Health  Committees.

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Hospitals 

The  hospitals  of  the  district,  both  voluntary  and  public,  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Hovlake  is  in 
the  area  of  the  North  Wirral  Hospital  Management  Committee  which 
administers  the  Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  Queen  Victoria  Memorial 
Hospital  and  Caldy  Manor  Hospital.  The  Queen  Victoria  Memorial 
Hospital  has  an  authorized  bed  complement  of  38.  It  is  staffed  by  the 
practitioners  of  the  district  and  by  visiting  consultants.  It  is  equipped 
for  major  surgical  work  and  has  a modern  X-ray  department. 

Caldy  Manor  Hospital  is  specialized  for  the  treatment  of  heart 
and  circulatory  conditions.  41  beds  are  provided  there,  and  there  is  a 
visiting  medical  and  consultant  staff. 

Other  hospitals  and  institutions  under  the  Board’s  management 
are  available  to  local  residents.  The  hospitals  at  Clatterbridge  still 
admit  a large  number  of  patients  from  this  area  and  others  go  to  the 
hospitals  of  Liverpool  and  Birkenhead. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  this  disease 
is  situated  at  Warrington. 

The  Children’s  Convalescent  Home,  West  Kirby,  which  has  not 
been  included  in  the  Regional  Hospital  Scheme,  provides  a number  ol 
beds  for  the  emergency  treatment  of  sick  children  from  this  locality. 
This  institution  has  excellent  equipment  and  is  staffed  by  visiting 
Practitioners  and  Consultants. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrange  for 
removal  to  hospital  under  a Justice’s  order  aged  and  infirm  persons 
who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention. 

The  County  Welfare  Department  has  become  increasingly  involved 
in  these  cases  and  has  a special  organisation  to  deal  with  them.  Never- 
theless, the  local  district  authority  have  a part  to  play.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  deal  with  such  cases  sympathetically  and  informally,  without 
recourse  to  legal  enforcement. 

Efforts  on  behalf  of  old  people  have  been  made  by  local  voluntary 
organizations,  and  the  meals  on  wheels  service  has  continued  at  both 
Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  under  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  former  water  authorities  supplying  Wirral  are  now  merged 
into  the  Wirral  Water  Board  which  took  over  the  Hoylake  Urban 
District  Council  pumping  station  and  reservoir  at  Newton  and  Grange 
and  other  distribution  systems  as  from  the  1st  October,  1963.  The 
sources  of  supply  of  the  new  board  are  the  various  wells  and  bore  holes 
of  the  constituent  authorities  at  Grange,  Newton,  Mouldsworth,  Hooton, 
Prenton,  Flaybrick,  etc.;  the  upland  surface  reservoir  at  Alwen, 
Denbighshire  and  water  derived  from  the  River  Dee  at  Chester  which 
is  pumped  to  Sutton  Hall  prior  to  distribution. 

The  safety  of  the  district  distribution  is  monitored  by  the  sub- 
mission of  samples  taken  at  monthly  intervals  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Seventy-six  samples  were  submitted  under  this  heading, 
but  two  slight  deviations  from  the  consistently  high  standard  were 
found  to  be  due  to  local  circumstances  and  were  promptly  rectified. 

6 Ball  Valve  Hydrants  were  replaced  during  1970.  53  remain  to 
be  dealt  with. 

Ever  increasing  demand  for  water  by  industry  and  domestic  users 
in  Wirral  Peninsula  has  forced  the  Wirral  Water  Board  to  initiate 
schemes  for  increasing  supplies.  Such  is  the  shortage,  however,  that 
appeals  to  the  Public  not  to  waste  water  for  the  next  two  years  have 
been  necessary. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  in  regard  to  the  quantity  or 
quality  of  water  supply. 

With  the  exception  of  a house  on  Hilbre  Island  all  permanent 
dwellings  in  the  district  have  a piped  water  supply.  A few  summer 
bungalows  at  Newton  are  served  by  two  standpipes.  The  Children’s 
Convalescent  Home,  West  Kirby,  has  an  independent  supply  from  a 
bore-hole  300  feet  deep  at  the  Home,  and  there  is  also  a borehole 
providing  an  adequate  supply  at  the  Deeside  Laundry,  West  Kirby.

Sewerage  Scheme  are  in  progress  and  are  due  for  completion  in  August 
1972.  These  schemes  will  relieve  flooding  which  has  occurred  in  the 
past  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  the  new  three  mile  long  outfall 
will  replace  a number  of  short  unsatisfactory  outfalls. 
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Closet  Accommodation 

Twenty-two  dwellings,  including  fourteen  which  are  occupied  as 
summer  dwellings,  are  provided  with  closets  other  than  water  closets. 


Open  Spaces 

The  District  has  some  232.5  acres  of  public  open  space. 


Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  is  collected  from  every  dwelling  house  each  week,  and  from 
certain  other  premises  three  times  each  week.  A bi-weekly  collection 
is  also  made  from  schools  and  public  institutions.

Factories  Act,  1961 

The  only  factories  of  any  size  in  the  area  are  one  laundry,  a 
brickworks,  and  an  artificial  tooth  factory,  but  many  small  businesses 
come  under  the  definition  of  factory  and  as  such  are  subject  to  inspect- 
ion. Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  Council’s  Carr  Lane 
Industrial  Estate.  Development  is  now  almost  complete  and  the  site 
has  achieved  the  intended  effect  of  removing  small  businesses  from 
residential  parts  of  the  Hoylake  Urban  District.  In  addition,  light 
industry  has  been  attracted  and  the  variety  of  use  ranges  from  builders 
yard  to  large  office  block. 

Details  of  visits  and  notices  are  set  out  on  the  previous  page  (21). 

Licensed  Premises 

All  public  houses  are  inspected  regularly  and,  in  particular,  before 
the  annual  licensing  Sessions  in  February. 

Standards  of  structures  and  hygiene  are  high  throughout,  five 
being  built  in  the  last  ten  years,  another  seven  since  1935,  and  of  the 
remaining  six  houses  five  have  been  extended  and  renovated  and 
equipped  to  modern  standards.  In  one  case  the  standard  of  sanitary 
accommodation  falls  short  of  that  generally  attained,  and  one  must 
await  town  redevelopment  in  order  to  effect  improvement. 

Plans  deposited  last  year  in  respect  of  improvements  at  two  houses 
were  withdrawn  for  amendment  and  work  at  one  is  in  progress  at  time 
of  writing. 

The  service  of  two  formal  notices  was  necessary  to  secure  improve- 
ment in  respect  of  sanitation  and  decoration  in  one  instance,  and  for 
replacement  of  catering  and  sanitary  equipment  in  the  other. 

Shops  Act,  1912  to  1950 

Inspection  of  the  shops  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act 
with  the  exception  of  those  sections  repealed  by  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  were  carried  out  simultaneously  with 
inspection  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Fifty-one  separate  inspections  of  shops  other  than  food  premises 
were  carried  out. 

An  Order  of  Suspension  of  closing  hours  of  shops  was  made  by 
the  Council  to  cover  the  Christmas  period. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

Responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the  above  Act  is  divided 
as  to  type  of  premises  between  H.M.  Factory  Inspector  and  the  Local 
Authority. 

Registration  of  premises  in  the  Local  Authority’s  jurisdiction  has 
been  completed  and  also  the  subsequent  inspections. 
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The  Annual  Return  for  1970  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
showed  the  totals  of  registered  premises  in  the  district  as  follows: — 
Offices — 107,  Retail  Shops— 257,  Wholesale  Departments — 6,  Catering 
Establishments — 38.  Total  number  of  persons  employed  1,856 — 438 
Males,  1,418  Females  (Offices  599,  Retail  Shops  910,  Wholesale 
Departments  41,  Catering  Establishments  292,  Canteens  14). 

The  duty  is  also  laid  on  Local  Authorities  to  investigate  accidents 
occurring  in  registered  premises.  Four  accidents  have  been  reported, 
these  being  dealt  with  informally. 

Caravan  Sites 

The  use  of  land  for  camping  sites  is  controlled  by  the  Hoylake 
Urban  District  Council  Act,  1935,  and  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

One  application  was  received  for  the  use  of  land  as  a caravan 
site — land  known  as  Poplar  Camp,  Mill  Lane,  Greasby. 

A licence  expiring  on  31st  December,  1970,  was  issued  which 
limits  the  number  of  caravans  on  the  3|  acre  site  to  37  and  insists  on 
adequate  sanitary  facilities  and  fire  precautions.  No  itinerant  caravan- 
ners visited  the  area  last  year. 

Smoke  Abatement 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air, 
and  appoints  delegates  to  the  West  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Smoke 
Abatement  Committee. 

The  whole  of  the  area  of  Hoylake  is  located  on  a strip  of  the 
Wirral  Peninsular,  skirted  on  the  North  and  West  by  the  Irish  Sea 
and  the  Dee  Estuary. 

Factory  development  is  minimal,  and  the  three  main  urbanised 
areas  are  separated  by  extensive  open  spaces  of  heath  and  agricultural 
land.  This  in  contrast  to  the  Easterly  coastal  strip  on  the  Mersey  side 
of  the  Peninsular  which  is  highly  industrialised  and  includes  four 
boroughs  in  a designated  “black”  area. 

Whilst  measures  of  control  of  atmospheric  pollution  are  actively 
pursued  by  the  establishment  of  Smokeless  zones,  and  the  payment  of 
subsidies  to  provide  suitable  means  of  burning  solid  fuel,  and  the  like, 
in  these  areas,  the  only  legal  requirement  in  this  district  to  date  has 
been  a bye  law  requirement  in  respect  of  grates  in  newly  erected  houses. 
The  main  effort  has  been  by  voluntary  renovation  and  renewals  by 
householders  without  State  or  local  authority  subsidy.  Latterly,  the 
Council’s  own  housing  estate  of  109  houses,  at  present  under  con- 
struction, is  completely  gas  heated. 

The  position  has  been  reviewed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Health 
Committee  who  has  so  far  adhered  to  the  opinion  that  the  degree  of 
atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district  with  the  beneficial  effect  of  geo- 
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graphical  and  climatic  conditions,  does  not  warrant  Council  imposing 
further  measures  of  control  on  householders.  For  this  reason,  no 
Smoke  Control  Orders  are  in  operation. 

Four  notifications  of  the  installation  of  high  rated  boilers  were 
received. 

All  steam  raising  boilers  in  hospitals  and  laundries,  etc.,  are  oil 
fired  and  have  not  given  any  trouble  this  year. 

Alkali,  etc.,  Works  Regulation  Act 

No  complaints  regarding  offensive  smells  from  the  spin-room 
gases  at  Greenfield  Works  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  River  Dee  were 
received  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

The  Hoylake  swimming  pool  is  an  enclosed  pool  on  Hoylake 
Beach  adjacent  to  the  Promenade.  Water  which  comes  from  the  sea  at 
high  tide  is  subjected  to  a process  of  mesh  screening,  alumina  ferric 
precipitation  and  mechanical  filtration,  the  whole  of  the  contents  of  the 
bath  passing  through  twice  daily.  Continuous  automatic  chlorination 
takes  place  in  a Wallace  and  Tiernan  Chlorinator,  installed  in  1956. 

Daily  ortho  tolidine  tests  are  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent  and 
at  weekly  intervals  by  this  department.  Samples  are  submitted  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  at  intervals  during  the  season. 
All  analyses  taken  during  the  year  were  quite  satisfactory. 

Swimming  baths  are  provided  at  two  County  Schools  and  at  one 
Boarding  school,  who  make  their  own  arrangements  for  testing  of 


samples.

No  notifications  of  treatment  of  houses  under  the  above  Regu- 
lations have  been  received. 

Schools 

There  are  two  Grammar,  two  Secondary  and  nine  Primary  Schools 
under  the  control  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  with  three  Con- 
trolled C.  of  E.  and  one  C.  of  E.  outside  County  control.  Private  schools 
include  five  day  schools  and  two  boarding  schools. 
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The  overall  standard  of  sanitation  and  hygiene  is  very  high,  most 
of  the  buildings  being  of  post  war  construction,  or  subjected  to  large 
scale  renovation  during  this  period.  Three  of  the  older  church  schools 
remain  with  minimal  alteration,  and  standards  lower  than  those  pre- 
vailing generally  have  to  be  accepted  where  the  shadow  of  redundancy 
exists. 

Facilities  for  the  preparation,  cooking  and  serving  of  meals  are 
provided  in  all  except  two  small  private  schools,  and  are  of  a good 
hygienic  standard.  All  school  milk  supplies  are  Pasteurised.

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DEMOLITION  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES 

An  official  representation  was  made  to  the  Council  on  7th  Sep- 
tember, 1970,  in  respect  of  the  Hoylake  Number  Twenty  Clearance 
Area  (5  houses  Nos.  1/9  Elm  Terrace,  Hoylake). 

The  Council  declared  the  area  to  be  a Clearance  Area  and  are 
submitting  the  Order  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment 
for  confirmation. 

Hoylake  Number  Eighteen  Clearance  Order  (on  which  a decision 
had  been  deferred  in  order  to  allow  consideration  of  proposals  for 
rehabilitation)  was  confirmed  without  modification  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Environment  on  14th  December,  1970.  Directions  were 
made  for  well-maintained  payments  to  be  made  in  respect  of  two 
houses. 


HOUSE  IMPROVEMENT  AND  RENTS 

117  Applications  have  been  received  for  Qualification  Certificates 
to  enable  owners  to  seek  increases  in  rent  on  controlled  houses  up  to 
a certain  standard.  This  necessitates  complete  inspection  and  report, 
and  negotiations  for  improvement  prior  to  recommendation  to  the 
Council  that  such  certificates  be  issued. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  number  of  applications  for  various  grants  increased  in  total 
from  seventeen  last  year  to  54  this  year,  mainly  as  a result  of  National 
advertising  of  the  scheme. 

26  Standard  Grants  accounted  for  grants  to  a total  value  of  £4,969. 

13  Applications  were  received  relating  to  conversion  of  premises  to 
provide  additional  dwellings.  Nine  of  these  were  refused.  Four  provid- 
ing a total  of  8 units  of  accommodation  were  approved  the  amount  of 
grant  being  £6,337. 

2 Discretionary  grants  for  improving  housing  standards  were 
granted  - value  £610. 

A special  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  in  May  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  a film  dealing  with  General  Improvement  Areas  and  for 
discussion  with  representatives  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
on  the  subject  of  the  extent  of  the  Council’s  discretion  in  refusing 
approval  of  discretionary  grants  mainly  in  respect  of  conversion  of 
buildings.  Approval  of  several  such  applications  have  ensued  as  a 
result. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply 

The  supervision  of  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced — 
i.e.  animal  health,  housing,  hygiene  and  the  like — is  carried  out  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  County  Council  have  responsibilities  in  connection  with  the 
prevention  of  sale  of  milk  infected  by  certain  diseases  (including 
Tuberculosis  and  Brucellosis)  and  also  in  connection  with  anti-biotics 
in  milk. 

The  processing  of  milk,  retailed  in  this  area,  to  render  the  milk 
safe,  is  carried  out  at  establishments  in  the  County  Borough  of  Birken- 
head (1),  City  of  Liverpool  (1)  and  in  the  area  of  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  (1),  and  the  respective  Counties  are  responsible  for  the  regis- 
tration and  licensing  of  such  establishments  and  their  control.  Routine 
sampling  is  carried  out  by  officers  of  these  Authorities. 

The  issue  of  licences  under  the  Milk  Special  Designation  Regula- 
tions is  also  a function  of  the  County  Council. 

Despite  the  sampling  carried  out  by  the  above  organisations, 
district  authorities  retain  certain  powers  of  sampling,  and  the  taking 
of  random  bottle  samples  has  been  shown  to  have  some  value,  although 
it  occurs  at  the  end  of  a long  chain  from  producer  to  consumer.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  this  district.  The  Council  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  existing  arrangements  are  adequate  whereby, 
home  killed  meat  is  obtained  by  butchers  who  require  it  (a)  from 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  districts  of  Ellesmere  Port  and  St. 
Asaph,  (b)  from  public  abattoirs  at  Liverpool,  Birkenhead  and  Chester. 

Butchers  shops  now  number  22  with  5 self-service  retail  premises 
using  cutting-up  rooms  at  the  rear  where  meat  is  pre-packed  prior  to 
self-service  in  the  main  part  of  the  premises. 

The  frequency  of  visits  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
as  previously  and  various  improvements  in  storage,  fittings  and  equip- 
ment have  been  obtained  informally.

Plans  submitted  for  new  buildings  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  Food  trade  are  checked,  as  a matter  of 
routine,  for  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  there 
has  been  close  co-operation  with  architects  and  shop  fitters. 

21  Plans  in  respect  of  alterations  of  premises  were  submitted 
during  the  year. 

The  kitchens  at  two  hotels  were  completely  renovated  and  12 
shops  brought  up  to  standard. 

The  rate  of  inspection  of  food  premises  has  been  reasonably 
frequent,  a total  of  679  visits  having  been  made  for  the  purpose.

Water 

All  water  within  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Wirral 
Water  Board  from  a mixed  source,  including  water  from  wells,  upland 
surface  reservoirs,  and  the  River  Dee.  All  water  supplies  are  chemically 
treated. 

Routine  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  both  by 
the  Water  Board  and  this  Department.  All  have  been  satisfactory. 

One  complaint  only  has  been  received  this  year  of  discolouration 
in  a water  supply,  and  this  was  due  to  the  badly  corrosive  condition 
of  the  service  pipe  to  the  house,  which  was  renewed. 

A private  supply  of  water  from  an  Artesian  well  serves  a private 
school.  Samples  obtained  have  been  satisfactory. 

Every  house  has  a piped  supply  from  the  public  mains.  Details

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  number  of  dwellings  without  main  drainage  facilities  remains 
substantially  the  same.  Several  schemes  are  being  devised  for  draining 
some  of  the  areas,  but  cost  must  be  one  of  the  main  considerations. 
Although  many  of  the  sewage  installations  at  these  houses  are  of  an 
obsolescent  type,  in  practice  they  create  no  nuisance  or  pollution,  and 
work  satisfactorily.  Advice  is  sought  from  time  to  time  on  these 
installations  when  difficulties  are  encountered,  and  improvements  are 
carried  out  on  suggestion  from  the  Department. 

Drainage  problems  have  occurred  on  new  private  housing  estates 
where  the  Developer  has  constructed  long  runs  of  private  sewers  through 
the  rear  garden  serving  in  some  instances  40  or  more  houses.  Stoppages, 
although  not  frequent,  have  occurred  and  the  Surveyor’s  Department 
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have  done  excellent  work  in  assisting  in  clearing  these,  which  have 
been  found  to  be  caused  by  a variety  of  foreign  objects.  Co-operation 
between  the  Surveyor’s  and  Health  Department  has  been  excellent, 
resulting  in  a very  efficient  emergency  service  for  the  clearing  of 
problem  private  sewers  under  the  provisions  of  the  1961  Public  Health 
Act.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  operate  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  domestic 
premises,  shops,  schools  etc.  Wherever  possible  a twice  weekly  collec- 
tion is  maintained  for  certain  food  premises. 

This  year  saw  the  introduction  in  July  of  a Work  Study  (Incentive 
Bonus  Scheme)  which  after  a few  minor  teething  troubles,  has  proved 
very  effective  from  both  the  Council’s  point  of  view,  and  the  employees. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme,  refuse  collection  has  been 
on  a firm  wreekly  basis  and  this  has  been  maintained  during  holiday 
times,  adverse  weather  conditions  and  during  times  of  sickness.  The 
employees  are  obtaining  a higher  salary  for  shorter  hours,  and  the 
wrhole  scheme  is  working  more  efficiently. 

Civic  amenities  work  is  being  carried  out  also  on  a weekly  basis, 
and  this  work  is  growing  in  extent  as  the  public  becomes  more  aware 
of  this  special  free  service. 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  method  of  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  of  raw  refuse  on 
the  rapidly  filling  tip  in  Woodfall  Lane.  The  purchase  of  land  and  new' 
tipping  facilities,  together  with  the  construction  of  the  Pulveriser  Plant 
is  going  ahead,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  in  commission  by  the 
middle  of  1971.

The  Housing  Act,  1969  came  into  force  towards  the  end  of  1969, 
and  this  present  year  has  begun  to  see  the  full  effects  especially  in  the 
field  of  Improvement  Grant  work. 

The  Act  is  having  the  effect  of  saving  “Border  Line”  property 
with  increased  grant  aid  and  generally  commencing  to  lift  areas  which 
were  slipping  into  decay. 

Clearance 

A small  area  of  five  houses  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  as  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the 
tenants  will  be  re-housed  in  suitable  Council  Houses  as  these  become 
available. 

It  is  now  necessary  to  take  a new  look  at  the  general  housing 
standards  of  the  area  in  order  that  the  1969  Housing  Act  be  fully 
implemented,  especially  by  encouraging  owners  of  older  type  tenanted 
houses  to  “save”  them  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants,  and  to 
provide  a further  programme  for  clearance  of  unfit  houses.  A small 
start  has  been  made  on  this  work.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Food 

It  has  been  possible  for  only  a small  amount  of  routine  work  on 
this  very  necessary  aspect  of  public  health  to  be  carried  out,  due  to 
lack  of  staff.  Complaints,  inspection  of  food  on  request,  and  advice 
to  the  trade  when  required,  have  been  given  and  treated  with  urgency. 

Food  complaints  received  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Department, 
it  being  rightly  felt  by  the  Health  Committee  that  these  should  be  dealt 
with  locally,  rather  than  send  all  complaints  to  the  County.  Power  to 
deal  with  these  matters  being  available  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.

Clean  Air 

This  area  is  not  within  a “black”  area,  and  up  to  the  present,  no 
smoke  control  areas  have  been  designated.  There  is  very  little  industry 
within  the  area  and  no  problems  are  experienced  from  smoke  pollution, 
although  at  present,  difficulties  with  dust  are  experienced  from  one 
process.  The  firm  concerned  is  to  install  a different  type  of  dust  arrester 
plant. 

Complaints  are  received  from  time  to  time  of  bonfires  etc.,  in 
gardens.  These  have  been  dealt  with  adequately  by  persuasion  and 
understanding. 


Factory 

The  district  has  a small  area  confined  to  light  industry,  with  one 
large  international  concern  and  several  smaller  factories  throughout 
the  district. 
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Noise 

Noise  as  a problem  is  becoming  increasingly  important,  and  more 
complaints  are  being  received  each  year.  There  has  been  in  the  past 
year  a variety  of  complaints  of  noise  from  neighbours.  In  two  instances, 
complaints  of  noise  from  industry  and  the  firms  concerned  have 
carried  out  several  alterations,  without  completely  abating  the  problems, 
which  are  still  being  actively  investigated. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  District  has  no  public  swimming  bath,  but  it  is  hoped  that  a 
sports  complex  incorporating  a swimming  pool  will  be  jointly  built 
with  the  Cheshire  County  Council. 

A small  swimming  bath  is  incorporated  within  a private  school  in 
the  area  for  the  use  of  the  pupils. 

Caravan  Sites 

There  is  one  licensed  site  within  the  area  for  15  residential  caravans. 
All  facilities  are  provided  and  the  site  is  kept  in  very  good  order. 

Shellfish 

There  are  no  layings  within  the  district.  Shrimps  and  prawns  sold 
within  the  area  are  quite  often  from  imported  sources,  and  those 
known  as  local  shrimps  are  usually  caught  in  the  wide  estuary  of  the 
River  and  Liverpool  Bay.

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Hospitals 

The  Hospitals  of  the  District,  both  Voluntary  and  Public  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Wirral  is 
in  the  area  of  the  Central  Wirral  Hospital  Management  Committee . 

The  hospital  at  Clatterbridge  still  admits  a large  number  of 
patients  from  this  area  and  the  others  go  to  the  hospitals  of  Liverpool 
and  Birkenhead. 

The  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital,  Heswall,  accommodates 
173  patients.  It  is  the  country  branch  of  the  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s 
Hospital,  and  was  designed  originally  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic 
cases.  The  Hospital  admits  patients  from  this  area.  It  is  equipped  with 
a steam  disinfector. 

The  Cleaver  Sanatorium  primarily  for  the  reception  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  now  admits  patients  with  other  chest  complaints. 

The  Maternity  Home  at  Oldfield  Way,  Heswall,  which  has  ac- 
commodation for  13  maternity  patients  is  now7  under  the  management 
of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  for  treatment  of  cases  of  this  disease  is 
situated  at  Warrington. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrange  for 
removal  to  hospital  under  a Justice’s  order  of  aged  and  infirm  persons 
who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  Much  time  and  patience  are  needed  in 
order  to  help  these  old  people  and  a number  of  such  cases  have  been 
investigated,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  hospital  treatment  where 
necessary.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  Wirral  Water  Board,  the  main 
source  of  supply  being  frcm  the  River  Dee  at  Chester,  the  water  being 
treated  at  Sutton  Hall. 

All  permanent  dwellings  have  a separate  piped  supply  of  water, 
standpipes  being  used  only  in  connection  with  a small  number  of 
bungalows  which  are  normally  occupied  only  during  the  summer 
months. 


The  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital  has  an  independent 
supply  from  a 300'  deep  borehole. 

None  of  the  water  supplied  has  a plumbo-solvent  action  and 
routine  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  gave  consistently 
satisfactory  results. 

Eight  complaints  were  received  of  discolouration  of  the  water 
supply.  This  was  attributed  to  turbulence  in  the  mains  and  after 
flushing  there  was  no  further  cause  for  complaint. 

Complaints  were  received  from  the  occupiers  of  several  houses  in 
Buffs  Lane,  Barnston,  of  an  inadequate  supply  of  water  from  the 
public  mains.  These  complaints  were  justified  and  investigations  were 
undertaken  by  the  Water  Board  during  which  a length  of  defective 
service  pipe  was  discovered.  This  was  replaced  and  the  supply  has 
since  been  satisfactory.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  with  the  scheme  for  dealing 
with  problems  in  the  North  Wirral  drainage  area. 

The  Council’s  Consultants  are  arranging  for  additional  safety 
measures,  automatic  controls  and  foreshore  works  to  reduce  the  risks 
of  erosion  at  the  Heswall  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

In  the  Irby  area  approximately  2,400  yards  of  sewers  have  been 
cleared  by  specialists  and  since  the  work  was  completed  there  have 
been  no  complaints  of  flooding.  New  sewers  are  to  be  laid  to  complete 
the  improvements  recommended  by  Consultants  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  work  will  be  commenced  during  the  coming  year. 

Storm  water  tanks  are  to  be  provided  in  connection  with  the 
Fender  Valley  Scheme. 

Routine  work  was  undertaken  to  prevent  the  risk  of  flooding  and 
this  included  clearing  Council  owned  ditches  and  watercourses  and  the 
removal  of  obstructions  from  surface  water  sewers  in  Barnston  and 
Pensby. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Rivers  Board  continues  to  give  every  assistance  in  keeping  the 
main  streams  in  satisfactory  condition. 

The  condition  of  watercourses  in  the  Pensby  area  was  unsatisfactory 
and  it  was  necessary  to  take  informal  action  to  ensure  that  the  flow  of 
water  was  unimpeded.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  undertakes  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  from 
domestic  premises  and  a twice  weekly  collection  from  certain  shops, 
schools  and  institutions. 

The  existing  transport  consists  of  a 35  cu.  yd.  Fore  & Aft  Tipping 
vehicle  and  three  50  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  machines,  one  of  which  is 
shortly  to  be  replaced  by  a “Revopak”  machine. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collectors  has  been 
operating  satisfactorily  for  more  than  twelve  months  and  has  resulted 
in  a much  lower  turnover  of  employees. 

To  reduce  the  risk  of  unauthorized  dumping  and  the  consequent 
disfigurement  of  the  countryside  the  Council  provides  a free  collection 
service  for  household  discards  such  as  unwanted  furniture,  cookers  etc. 
and  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  collection  of  garden 
refuse.  Both  services  are  much  appreciated  by  residents  and  there  has 
been  a significant  and  welcome  reduction  of  dumping  in  hedgerows, 
grass  verges  and  lay-bys. 

In  connection  with  the  removal  of  unwanted  household  equipment 
requests  for  special  collections  more  than  doubled  compared  with  the 
previous  year  and  520  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

Garden  refuse  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  domestic  refuse 
when  placed  in  plastic  sacks  purchased  from  the  Health  Department. 
The  popularity  of  the  service  continues  to  increase  and  during  the  year 
more  than  2,700  sacks  were  sold. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  in  a small  valley  on 
Council  owned  land  off  Station  Road,  Thurstaston,  the  work  of  levelling, 
consolidating  and  covering  being  done  by  one  man  using  a Track- 
Marshall  55  Crawler  Tractor  and  Scraper.  The  site  is  in  an  exposed 
position  on  the  banks  of  the  River  Dee  and  the  comparatively  strong 
winds,  which  appear  to  be  a feature  of  the  area,  create  difficulties  in 
preventing  the  dispersal  of  waste  paper  and  other  light  materials. 

Gale  force  winds  frequently  blow  light  debris  over  the  8 feet  high 
perimeter  screen  fence  onto  the  adjoining  agricultural  land.  Collecting 
of  these  materials  has  been  hampered  by  current  labour  shortage  but  a 
satisfactory  arrangement  has  been  negotiated  whereby  the  farmer 
undertakes  this  work  receiving  an  annual  payment  of  £200. 

Although  it  is  possible  that  the  life  of  the  existing  tip  might  be 
extended  by  tipping  above  the  level  of  adjoining  land  to  landscape  the 
area  it  is  imperative  that  there  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in  finding 
alternative  means  of  refuse  disposal. 

Consultants  engaged  by  local  authorities  who  are  members  of  the 
Working  Party  recommend  that  disposal  should  be  by  direct  incinera- 
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tion  and  are  now  assessing  the  merits  and  demerits  of  suggested  sites. 
When  their  recommendations  are  finalized  they  will  be  submitted  to 
the  local  authorities  for  approval. 

Salvage 

During  the  year,  in  conjunction  with  Messrs.  Thames  Board  Mills 
Ltd.,  there  was  a campaign  to  stimulate  even  further  interest  in  the 
recovery  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  and  judging  by  the  results 
achieved  it  has  been  a great  success  - an  increase  of  some  17%.

Street  Sweeping 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  now  responsible  for  the  cleansing 
of  all  roads  both  district  and  the  classified  roads  formerly  undertaken 
by  the  County  Council. 

The  service  has  been  completely  reorganised  and  an  incentive 
bonus  scheme  is  now  in  operation  for  street  sweepers. 

The  shopping  areas  are  swept  daily  and  all  other  adopted  roads 
at  least  once  every  fortnight.  Residents  have  commented  upon  the 
standard  of  the  service  now  being  provided  and  at  the  same  time  it 
has  been  possible  to  make  substantial  financial  savings. 

Two  Johnston  Suction  Cleaners  are  at  present  in  use,  one  of 
which  is  to  be  replaced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  labour  force 
comprises  two  drivers,  four  full  time  and  one  part  time  sweeper. 

This  Report  would  be  inadequate  unless  reference  is  made  to  the 
enthusiasm  and  reliability  of  men  employed  in  this  and  the  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  service  and  to  the  splendid  support  they 
receive  from  the  Office  Staff. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  three  public  conveniences  outside  recreational  areas, 
one  in  Heswall,  another  in  Lower  Heswall  and  the  third  in  Thurstaston. 
After  very  prolonged  negotiations  and  discussions  it  is  hoped  to  provide 
a public  convenience  in  the  Village  of  Irby. 

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  the  general  maintenance 
and  daily  cleansing  of  these  conveniences  and  in  spite  of  efforts  of 
would  be  vandals,  artists  and  poets  a very  good  standard  is  maintained.

There  is  no  licensed  site  for  caravans  intended  for  permanent 
occupation. 

Four  sites  are  licensed  for  the  seasonal  use  of  trailer  caravans,  two, 
being  comparatively  small  with  standings  for  a total  of  12  caravans, 
have  licences  which  are  subject  to  annual  renewal.

Smoke  Abatement 

This  Council  is  a member  of  both  the  National  Society  for  Clean 
Air  and  the  West  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Regional  (Smoke  Abate- 
ment) Committee. 

On  a number  of  occasions  excessive  smoke  was  discharged  from 
the  boilerhouse  chimney  at  the  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital.
